The inventory, al) admit, is incorrect. The 
President of the road, Gov. Brown, sent a 
communication to Acting Governor Conley, 
on the meeting of the Legislature, stating 
that it was incorrect,and asking its correction. 
The Investigating Committee recommend a 
correction. This should, therefore, be done 
atonce. We think Senator Hiliyer’s reso.u-. 
tion provides rightly for the appointment. 
Let the new inventory be recorded in lieu of 
the old one, and there let the matter drop 
The people aré getting tired of this “lease” 
agitation, Complaints are reaching us from 
all quarters. The people desire only to hear 
that the monthly rentals are promptly paid, 
and thatthe Road is being kept in exc: Ilcnt 
condition, all of which will be done by tke 
present lessees. 

The leasing of the State Railroad was a 
Democratic measure. We fonght for it with 
all our might in order to save the Road for 
the State, an1 we now fight for it to stand, 
as thereby the best interests of the State are 
furthered. And the people are with us.

Samuel 8. Morton vs. The State. Misde- 
meanor, from Miller. 
WARNER, C. J. : 

The defendant was indicted for a misde 
meanor in having and carrying about his 
person & pistol concealed, in violation of the 
454th section of the Code. On tne trial of 
the case the jury found the defendadt guilty. 
A motion was made for a new trial on the 
several grounds specified in the record, which 
was overruled by the Court, and the defen- 
dant excepted. Tiere was no error in the 
refusal of the Court to allow the witness to 
‘estify as to the motive of the defendant ip 
pattirg his pistol in his pocket. The witness 
bould legally sg | testify as to facta, and ii 
was a question for the jury to determine 
what were the motives of the defendant, 
from the facts proved by the witness. In 
view of the evidence disclosed in the record. 
there was no error in the charge of the Court 
to the jury. In our judgment there is suffi 
cient evidence in the record to sustain the 
verdict, and the motion for a new trial was 
properly overruled. The practice of carry- 
ing concealed weapons is a great evil, which 
the law prohibits, and the Courts and juries 
should rigidly enforce the law agaiost all 
who violate it. 

Let the judgment of the Court below be 
uffirmed.

This was a motion for a new trial, on the 
zround that the defendant was absent from 
the Court when the judgment was rendered 
against him on account of the sickness of his 
wife, and that if he had been present at the 
trial he would have proved, and shown that 
the plaintiff had not paid all legal taxes 
chargeable by law on said contract for each 
and every yearfrom the making‘or —— of 
siid contract or the moome thereof. It ap- 
pears from the bill of exceptions, that the 
plaintiff, on the trial did prove the payment 
of taxes as set forjh in his affidavit. The 
motion for a new trial was overruled, and the 
defendant excepted. There$was no brief of 
the evidence filed as the rule ofjthe Court re- 
quires, and the Court may have overruled the 
motion on that ground. But we think the 
defendant's affidavit was not sufficient to au- 
thorize the Court to have granted the motion. 
The defendant should have shown to the 
court the facts which he could prove going to 
show the plaintiff had not paid the taxes, and 
y whom he could prove the same, so that the 
Court might judge whether the facts would 
probably change the result if a new trial was 
granted, and the affidavit of the witness, by 
whom he expected to prove the facts, as to 
what he would swear in relation to the non- 
psyment of taxes by the plaintiff. In order 
w get rid of a judgment, and Tlave a new 
trial, the defendant should have shown 
atirmatively to the Court thefacts he could 
nrove, 80 that the Cou t could have judged of 
the mnateriality of the same, the judgment of 
the defendant, and the judgment of the Uourt, 
wight differ as to the effect of the proof which 
the defendant might offer as to the non-pay- 
ment of the taxes, the more especially, when 
the plaintiff had proved, on the trial, that he 
had paid them. Let the judgment of the 
Court below be affirmed.

1. The records of the Court of O:dinary 
are amendable so as to make them speak the 
truth upon the proper steps being taken for 
that purpose.

Raditors Uonstitution: In an enlarged and 
general view of the public interest, the pros- 


perity of the Mate; ae a seperate organic 
community, is the prosperity of the people— 
each individual being one of the people. 
Solon—one of the wisest and greatest of the 
ancient Greeks—proclaimed that enlightened 
self-interest 4s the synonym of patriotism. 
This saying soon passed into an axiom; and 
the more it has been reflected upon, the more 
clearly ite truth has been understood. It 
simply meane, in plainer phrase, the good of 
the whole confers good on ee part; and I 
propose to make a philosophical application 
of the 2 bogie oy to the existing relations of 
the people of Georgia to the present condi- 
tion and management of the State Railroad. 

This property has been, for a period of 
twenty years, an incubus on the people of 
the State. [is cost and expenses, under po- 
litical State nanagement, have been $2,000,- 
000 in excess of its earnings and receipts. 
At length, concluding its most unfortunate 
period, as marked by the era of pludder and 
robbery, the road has-been leased to Gov. 
Joseph KE. Brown and his co-lessees for twenty 
years at an annual rental of $300,0L0 per 
anoum., That is to say, for an actual rental 
of $6,000,000 for the term of twenty years; 
and, with interest added, $10,000,000. 

Now, the experience and administrative 
capacity of Governor Brown as President of 
the road, are universally admitted ; even his 

esty is more than half acknowl: 
edged by his worst enemies. His co-lessees. 
are generally acknowledged to be men«f re- 
sponsily lity and high character. The security 
for the right conduct of the road, for ‘he faith- 
ful fulfilment of the contract on the part of 
leasees, is insured by the indorsement of 
all the great railroad interests of the State. 
The annual rental, thus secured, is paying 
three-fifths of the onerous taxation conse- 
uent upon the war. The lessees of the road, 
rom the very nature of things are competent 
to form connections and extensions with 
other States and other roads, which the Gov- 
ernor of the State would necessarily be re- 
sirained from forming. 

The Road is now out of politica, even 
though it may be true that some of the léssers 
may be called politicians. But there can be 
no such thing as political management or 
mnismagement of the Road, by a company of 
business men, Composing every shade of po- 
litical opinion ‘known this side of Jordan. 

Under this State of things, therefore, it 
would seem to me an unpardonable triting 
with the interests of the people to attempt 
any scrious disturbance of the present condi- 
tions and relations of the Western and At- 
lantic Kailroad. 

And now, let me inquire, where and in 
what quarter does the clamor against the 
lease and lessees arise ? 

When the road was managed 
cials it was found entirely impossible to con- 
duct it independently of politics. No matter 
how upright the Governor, he still, in some 
sense, represented his party. If he should be 
a corrupt Governor, it would be as difficult 
to compute the amount of public injury he 
might inflict, as it was to find out how many 
idjers and public plunderers hung on the 
skirts of ock and Blodgett!
